Digital Tire Gauge 


OWNER’S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 


Your RadioShack Digital Tire Gauge is a pre- 
cision electronic instrument that gives you 
accurate tire pressure readings on its digital 
display. You can even recalibrate the gauge 
occasionally to ensure its accuracy. 

USING THE GAUGE 

For the best results, check the pressure 
when the tires have not been driven on for 
several hours. (Tire manufacturers’ recom- 
mended pressure ratings are based on “cool” 
tire temperatures.) 

To check the air pressure in most tires, follow 
these steps. 

1 . Firmly press the gauge’s nozzle over the 
tire’s valve stem, making sure there is a 
good seal between the nozzle and the 
valve stem so you do not hear any hiss- 
ing. The gauge turns on automatically 
and briefly displays 188.8 (a display 
test), then the tire pressure reading 
appears. 

2. Remove the gauge from the valve stem 
and read the pressure. After about 10 
seconds, the display resets to 00.0. 
The gauge automatically turns off after 
about 10 more seconds. 

If you get an unusually high or low reading, 
you might not have gotten a good seal while 
you were taking your reading. Take another 
reading by following these steps again. The 
new reading replaces the previous one. 

Note: Under normal use, the battery should 
last about 1 0 years. When L appears on the 
display, the built-in lithium battery has 
reached the end of its useful life. Do not 


open the gauge’s case. The battery cannot 
be replaced. 

RECALIBRATING 

For the most accurate readings, we recom- 
mend that you recalibrate your gauge when 
the weather is very hot or cold. 

To recalibrate the gauge: 

1 . Firmly press the gauge’s nozzle over the 
tire’s valve stem. A good seal is not 
required. Only a small amount of air 
must enter the gauge. 

2. As soon as 188.8 appears, promptly 
remove the gauge from the valve stem. 
00.0 appears for about 15 seconds, 
then the gauge turns off. 

Your gauge has now been recalibrated. 

CARE 

Keep the gauge dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry 
immediately. Use and store the gauge only in 
normal temperature environments. Flandle 
the gauge carefully; do not drop it. Keep the 
gauge away from dust and dirt, and wipe it 
with a damp cloth occasionally to keep it 
looking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the gauge’s in- 
ternal components can cause a malfunction 
and invalidate its warranty. If your gauge is 
not performing as it should, take it to your lo- 
cal RadioShack store for assistance.
